‘Tar figures of our foreign trade for last month, 


lalthough by no means brilliant, are of a moderately 
| satisfactory charaeter. The imports amounted to only 
| 98,898,505/, being a decrease as compared with last year 
of 965,2837, or 34 per cent., bringing up the decrease 








for the nine months to 23,643,681/, or 8) per cent., of 
| which two-thirds is due to our reduced purchases of food- 
| stuffs. The decrease under the latter head extends to 
‘nearly all the main articles of consumption, the only 
‘important exe eption being tea. The decrease in cereals, 
| and especially in wheat and flour, is, of course, very marked. 
| As regards our exports of home produce, these amounted 
‘in September to 18,928,975/, showing an increase of 
307,311, or 15 per cent., as compared with last year. On 
‘the nine months the decrease i is reduced to 1,172,261], or 
about 3 per cent., which is not only small, but no doubt 
| much less than the fall in prices would alone account for. 
If our total export trade is taken, that is including the 
|re-exports, the results for the month become somewhat 
more unfavourable, but the nine months’ figures are not 
| materially affected. The main feature of the month’s and 
‘the nine months’ trade is the marked expansion in our 
exports of yarns and textiles.

Our imports of metals show a conside rable shrinkage on 
the month. Copper has come to hand in reduced 
quantities, especially from the United States and Chili. 
The supply of tin has also fallen off very decidedly, the 
arrivals being only 30,919 ewts, against 37,437 ewts in 
September of last year, the decrease being in the receipts 
from the Straits. Lead shows an increase. In textile 
products, cotton has come to hand much more freely, 
both from the United States and India. The receipts of 
flax have increased, and also of silk; but hemp and jute 
show a heavy decline. The arrivals of the latter during 
the month were only 134,434 ewts, against 388,026 ewts in 
1885, making a total forthe nine months of 4,550,165 ewts, 
against 5,001,704 ewts. Wool has arrived in large 
quantities from all quarters, the receipts from the Con- 
tinent being especially large. The movements in other 
raw materials are not very important.

Our imports of food-stuffs continue to fall off, there 
| being this month a decrease under nearly all beads. "There 
| is again a heavy falling off in the receipts of wheat, but 
| this is due chiefly to India and Australia, especially the 
‘latter, since the United States has shipped more freely. 
| Onthe nine months, it may be noted, we have received more 
| wheat from the Atlantic ports of the United States than we 
| did in 1885, the decrease in the case of America being 
entirely due to the reduced shipments from the Pacific 
|; seaboard. Last month the arrivals of flour from the 
United States increased considerably, but there is still 
a large decrease to date in the current year as com- 
|| pared with 1885. Of all other cereals we received 
|| increased quantities. Tea exhibits a decided expansion 

on the nine months, owing to the increased supplies from 
India. The decline in raw sugar this month, which 
is especially heavy, is due to a marked falling off 
in the receipts from Germany, the West Indies, 
and Java. In the nine months ended September 30, the

On the export side of the account, textiles show a gain 
in value on the month of 5{ per cent. A change of great 
importance is an increase of 13? in the quantity and of 6} 
per cent. in the values of our exports of cotton piece-goods, 
of which the bulk is again due to India, although there is 
also a very satisfactory expansion in our shipments to 
South America. The figures for the linen trade are not 
satisfactory, but the returns for the woollen trade confirm 
the more cheerful reports that have recently been current. 
Under all heads there is a decided increase, nearly all our 
customers having bought more freely, although none to 
anything like the same extent as the United States. 
Unfortunately, the mctil t:ade does not show up 
nearly so wel', the decrease in iron being heavy. 
Oa examination it appears that our shipments of 
railroad iron have been about maintained, and there 
is a small increase in hoops, sheets, &c.; but 
other descriptions of finished iron and pig-iron show a 
marked decline. Tin- plates are also down, but steel 
exhibits a considerable increase. As a whole, we seem to 
have done a larger trade with the United States, especially 
in pig-iron and steel, but our business in manufactured 
iron has fallen off with nearly all countries. Amongst 
other articles, coal, wool, bags and sacks, and earthenware 
have gained ground, but otherwise the falling off is 
rather general.

THE ADVANCE IN THE PRICES OF 
COMMODITIES. 

Durine the past quarter there has been a decided rise in 
the prices of many importaut commodities, although 
several important exceptions are still apparent. It is 
true that it would be easy to attach too get an importance 
to an upward movement extending through the compara- 
tively brief period of only one quarter, but, ai the same 
time, it is certainly significant,as being probably the most 
distinct reaction from the persistent fall in prices, that has 
now lasted for some years. This can be seen by taking the 
“index number ”’ of the prices of 22 leading commodities 
at the end of September, and comparing it with the 
similar figures as given by us for some time previously.

The rise in prices (as represented by the “index number’’) 
since last quarter, when some indications of increased 
steadiness were apparent, has been very considerable, and 
we have, in fact, to go back to 1884 to reach a “ number” 
as high as the present one. Moreover, as we show below, 
the upward movement has not .been confined to a few 
special articles, but it has included a large number of 
leading staples, the main exceptions of importance being 
teaand sugar. The rise in wool and other textiles, in 
iron, steel, copper, &c., and in coffee and rice, which are 
all great staple articles, has, in fact, a very distinct sig- 
nificance, and affords some grounds for believing not only 
that speculators are more sanguine as to the future, but that 
bond fide traders are also extending their op ‘rations. In his 
speech on Saturday last, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
drew attention to the upward movement in commodities ; 
but we are unable to attach much importance to some of 
the instances that he cited. There may be, of course, 
some occult and special significance, which makes, as 
Lord Randolph Churchill said, the rise in such articles as 
pepper and isinglass very interesting, but it is, at any 
rate, hidden from the ordinary man of business. It is 
also just possible that Lord Randolph Churchill may have 
felt tempted to try and say something at once rg 
and original in his new réle, the resuit being that, ike 
Lord Beaconsfield, who once expatiated with much 
emphasis upon thepeculiar significanceot any 1m provement 
in the chemical trade, he disregarded what is, after all, 
of some account—the relative importance of things.

As regards cereal produce and 
meat, prices have tended downwards. Some of the move- 
ments that have occurred have been partly incidental to 
the season, and, of course, in many cases speculation has 
also been active in advancing prices. The latter, it need 
scarcely be said, is no argument against a bond fide 
improvement in business, since it heralds and accompanies 
every change for the better.

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THE POSITION OF THE COPPER MARKET 


Tue price of Chili bars has recently advanced, owing 
mainly to speculative purchases by people who are now 
inclined to take a more hopeful view of the outlook. The 
two main factors in favour vf an advance are the prospects 
of a revival in trade generally, which would, of course, 
stimulate the consumption of copper, and the decreased 
production of the metal in the United States. The latter, 
coupled with an increased American consumption, has con- 
siderably reduced the shipments of copper from the United 
States to this country and France, as the following figures 
clearly show :—

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There is much uncertainty, however, in regard to the 
policy that is being pursued by the American producers. 
The great production of copper that bas broken down the 
market so completely has been mainly by the new mines 
in Montana, Arizona, &., and only in a small degree 
to the older Lake Superior mines. There is no doubt 
that some of these new mines have been losing decidedly 
at recent prices, and some of them have shut down, it 
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may be for a lengthenel period. But curiosity chiefly | 
centres upon the greatest of the Western mines—the 
Anaconda, which produced no less than 20,000 tons of | 
metal last year. In August last this mine was reported to | 
be shut down, but although for a time the news was dis- 
believed, it nevertheless agitated the copper market to some 
extent. The news, haqwever, proved to be true, and 
work has not since been renewed at the mine. Opinions 
are much divided as to whether the Anaconda will continue 
shut, or will soon resume activity ; but, despite numerous 
rumours, there is really nothing known on the subject, 
and as a consequence, an important factor in the American | 
supply remains unknown. This much seems certain; 
first, that the American copper market is improving, | 
owing to the stimulus given to consumption by the fall | 
in prices ; and secondly, that it is almost certain that the 
Anaconda and other similar mines can scarcely produce 
copper with any profit at present prices. They realised 
very large profits indeed a few years ago, when copper 
was 101 to 15/ per ton higher than it now is, and when they 
were working ores of the very highest class; but the | 
belief is that most of the cream was then skimmed. It is, 
of course, not improbable that the Anaconda, &c., may | 
before long again place a good deal of copper upon the | 
market, for the true position of the company, and the | 
policy of the directors are but imperfectly understood ; | 
but it seems only reasonable to believe that, taken as a! 
whole, the American supply will continue to diminish for | 
some time to come. 

As regards other sources of supply, a few words may | 
be said. The imports from the Spanish mines are 
increasing, as the following figures show :—

And it seems probable that these supplies will continue 
to increase, although not perhaps to a sufficient extent to 
injure the market. The Rio Tinto, for instance, has an 
almost unlimited supply of ore, and as it earns a small 
profit at present prices, and has a great capital to provide 
for, there isa strong temptation for the directors to secure 
larger profits by increasing their output. The Mason and 
Barry is similarly placed. In regard to Chili, the position 
is somewhat different. For along time the fall in the | 
Chilian exchange offset to a considerable extent the | 
decline in the price of copper, but now this influence is | 
being less felt, while the cost of production is also said 
to be rising in Chili. A reduced rather than an increased 
production in this quarter is, therefore, anticipated. From 
Australia and the Cape we are receiving larger supplies, 
but the increase is not large, nor is there any reason to 
expect that it will become so for the present. Altogether, 
then, the outlook favours a reduction in the supplies, 
although there are no very reliable facts to go upon, this 
being particularly the case in regard to America, which is 
a factor of special importance.

course, supply the only definite record of stocks that we 
can obtain. These, as we have seen, have increased. The 
“invisible” supply, on the other hand, consists of all 
stocks in other than first hands, viz., in foundries, 
manufactures, &e. Of these we have no record, but 
so far as can he told from the experience of the trade, 
hey are deci dedly small—much smaller, in fact, than they 
were a few years ago. The large consumers are either on 
the “bull” side of the market, which they support by 
Increasing their stocks, or else, for the most part, 
they simply stand aloof, and only buy for actual current 
requirements. And for some time past they have 
pursued the latter policy, owing to the continuous 
downward movement in prices. In the copper trade, in 
fact, as in other directions, the “ invisible” stocks are 
no doubt very small, and one of the first effects of a 
change for the better would be a disposition to stock 
up more freely. Hence, a distinct improvement in business, 
coupled with a suspension of the American supply, 
would probably soon reduce to moderate figures the 
present large visible supply, which weighs down the 
market. But at the same time, it seems clear that any- 
thing more than a moderate advance in prices would 
speedily lead to increased production, especially in the 
United States, and so it is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the permanent conditions, so far as they can at 
present be determined, are opposed to anything like the 
comparatively high level of prices that existed up to say 
three years ago. 





THE TRADE OF EGYPT. 
Tue official statement of the foreign trade of Egypt 
during the year 1885 consists of some 200 pages of tables, 
without a scrap of explanation or comment, save a brief 
note from M. Caillard, the Director-General of Customs, 


| in which he states that the statistics are fuller and more 


exact than those furnished in previous years. This is 
unfortunate, for the tables shew movements of consider- 
able importance, and some information as to the causes to 
which these are to be attributed would have been valuable. 

As compared with 1884, there was last year an increase 
of about ££854,000 in the imports, but this was more 
than counterbalanced by a decrease of ££1,124,000 in the 
exports. The value of the total trade was thus nearly 
££300,000 less than in the previous twelve months, and, 
as will be seen from the following table, the value of the 
exports is the lowest recorded for many years, with the

The increase in the exports extends over nearly all the 
chief classes of merchandise. The value of the textiles 
imported is ££260,000 greater than in 1884, that of cereals 
££270,000 greater, and that of animals and animal pro- 
ducts about ££100,000 greater. This growth, however, 
is not altogether satisfactory when it is more closely 
examined. From the report on the Customs revenue of 
the year, which will be found in the Blue-Book on 
Egyptian affairs issued a fortnight ago, we learn that the 
imports of cotton goods, &c., in 1885 were stimulated by 
the hope that the Soudan markets would be opened, and 
that hope having been disappointed, traders in Egypt 
were left with stocks on hand, which it was feared they 
would have a difficulty of disposing of. Then, again, the 
augmented imports of cereals is attributed to a shortage 
of the Egyptian crops, due partly to the fact that 
farmers, discouraged by the low prices of wheat, &c., were 
induced to grow cotton in preference, and partly to the 
unusual lowness of the Nile, which left many cornfields 
All things considered, there- 
fore, the increase in the imports cannot be said to be 
indicative of any improvement in the condition of the 
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country, while the figures of the exports go rather to show 
that the condition changed for the worse. Thus, the 
value of the cotton exports fell upwards of half a-million, 
partly because of the lower prices obtained, but in part 
also because cf deficiency and inferior quality of the crop, 
and for very similar reasons, the exports of the other chief 
agricultural products show a drop in value. The move-

THE CONDITION OF TRADE IN AUSTRALIA. 
(BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Me sovrng, August 24. 


The recent heavy rains, which probably have never before 
in the history of Australia been so much needed, have com- 
pletely changed the appearance of the whole country, and 
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restored confidence where it was most required. 
copious has been the downpour, that on many stations the 
shearing is stopped, or postponed. Feed is everywhere 
abundant, dams and tanks are full, aud this means better 
wool, more sheep, and cheaper cartage. To understand 
how this agreeable news is regarded in Australia one 
must live inthe country. It was thought in South Australia 
that the seed wheat had germinated and died, for hundreds 
of thousands of acres were quite bare. But nowit is 
evident that such an idea was erroneous, and it is esti- 
mated these same lands may yield one of the best crops 
ever known. So far as the money market is concerned, 
the effect has been to greatly increase the demand for 
accommodation. The squatter and the farmer want, and 
they think they are entitled to ask for, more assistance 
from the bankers. The mortgagee refrains from pressing 
for payment. The storekeeper is more friendly and anxious 
to show his goods, and the importer instructs his 
travellers to encourage the storekeeper to buy, and 
telegraphs to London increasing his shipments. In 
Sydney, and even in Adelaide, where insolvencies and 
assignments have become so common as to scarcely create 
any surprise, the importers acknowledge that businessisim- 
proving. That the imports of Australia, exclusive of those 
on account of the Governments, show a considerable 
decrease this year is proved by the lamentable fall- 
ing off in the Customs revenues of the several colonies. 
So soon as the importers consider it prudent to 
begin increasing their orders, the exchange market 
in London should show it. An importer in Sydney, whose 
stock cost him nearly 200,000/, decided a few months ago 
to cut down his orders fifty per cent. under those he sent 
to London for the corresponding period of last year. He 
has been trying for more than twelve months to get his 
stock reduced below 100,000/, but, in spite of smaller 
imports than usual, it increases instead of diminishing. 
In second hands, namely, the retailer’s, stocks are very low, 
and in most households the strictest economy has been 
observed. On the other side of the picture, we find 
colonial governments also inclined to economise, and the 
dearness and difficulty of obtaining money induces private 
individuals to postpone all unnecessary expenditure. The 
restriction thus caused in the circulation of money leaves 
the consumers, as a body, no better off, and, save an 
extension of credit, there is no indication of the power of 
the consumer to purchase more freely. Not until the 
wool has gone and the wheat is harvested will the money 
begin to roll into the receptacles of the retailers. 


It is too soon to tell what the harvest will yield, but we 
may safely calculate on the wool shipments being much 
larger this year than last, for from some stations, 
owing to the drought, no wool could be sent last 
year, and to this we must add an increased production, 
which, although not so large as could be wished, 
nevertheless, shows a marked improvement. There 
appears to be no hope for the copper industry, and, 
although a few fresh gold mining companies, to work 
alluvial, have been recently floated in Victoria, the pro- 
moters do not intend to start work until the diamond 
drill, or one of the older companies on the field, prove 
their properties. Even in silver there has been a consider- 
able fall in shares, and, save from the Broken Hill, where 
operations have been somewhat retarded by heavy rains 


delaying the coke teams, there is no output of any 
importance. 


Commercial depression and failing revenues have con- 
siderably strengthened the Protectionist party in these 
colonies. The strong jealousy which exists between 
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Sydney and Melbourne has hitherto prevented the New 
South Wales Parliament from attempting to follow the 
footsteps of Victoria. It is true that the former colony 
imposed a duty of 5/ per ton on sugar, and has preferred 
paying local manufacturers higher prices for such goods as 
the Government; required to importing similar articles 
from England at a much lower cost. The Free-traders, 
however, saw no departure from the principles they 
advocated in this action, and indeed, in some cases, even 
went sofaras to say that this was freetrade. It is only 
a step from the policy of making the people pay higher 
prices for the colonial article through the Government, to 
making them pay without its direct intervention. More 
revenue is required to meet the interest on the public 
debt, and interested parties naturally suggest an increase 
in the Customs duties. In Sydney, the importers sub- 
scribed a little money, and protested against the proposed 
5 per cent. ad valorem duties. But several, who both 
signed and subscribed, candidly confessed they would not 
have objected so much to 10 percent. In Brisbane, it is 
proposed to raise the 5 per cent. duties to 7} per cent., 
and there, too, the landowner, who is anxious to escape 
taxation, cordially agrees that somebody else should pay. 
In South Australia the protective duties adopted last year 
have certainly been of no benefit to anybody, for it did 
not accomplish the object of the Protectionists and stay 
the exodus of the citizens, 


This last mentioned colony has been experimenting 
with an income tax, and the experiment has proved the 
failure which some authorities predicted it would be. The 
tax on the unimproved value of land is far more popular, 
but on the eve of a general election it is not proposed to 
increase it. To wipe off a growing deficit, the Treasurer 
proposes a reduction of salaries and Treasury bills. Some 
of his opponents favour selling the Crown lands. “ Sell 
the land and then tax the owners”’ is heid by many to be 
the only proper method of meeting the difficulty. To 
secure the construction of a railway from Port Darwin to 
Adelaide, which latter city is now connected by rail with 
Melbourne, and consequently with Sydney, a resolution 
has been brought before the South Australian Parliament 
that alternate blocks of country be offered to an English 
syndicate. A contract has been let for the construction 
of two hundred miles from Port Darwin, and the railway 
nothwards from Adelaide is vlso being constructed at the 
cost of the Government to Primrose Springs. When these 
lines are finished, there will be a gap of about a thousand 
miles, and as the railway will not pay for very many years, 
the question arises, how is South Australia to find the 
interest on the cost of construction? To the building of 
railways there is no end so long as the interest does not 
become troublesome. Western Australia has adopted the 
land grant system, and the prognostication of several 
persons acquainted with the country, is that the company 
will be ruined, and the Government seriously embarrassed 
by its failure. Should a heavy loss have to be incurred, 
it is thought the Government had better make it, rather 
than permit large tracts of land to be loc’sed up by an 
impoverished corporation. The answer to this is, that the 
company would be forced to sell the land, and the rew 
owners might become occupiers. In Victoria, the railways 
which are in course of construction will not be completed 
for three years. To have something to talk about, the 
Ministry propose an expenditure of over four millions 
sterling on irrigation. If the recent rains have not put 
an effectual extinguisher on the Bill for this Session, it is 
to be hoped the scheme will receive sufficient criticism to 
render withdrawal as necessary as it is desirable. 


Colliers, wharf labourers, seamen, cooks, and stewards, 
corporation labourers, boot makers, and others, have been 
recently, or are now, on strike in one or other of the 
colonies, Strange to say, these strikers seldom put in an 
appearance at the unemployed meetings. Many of them 
own their own cottages, and, in addition to their strike 
pay, have other sources of revenue, such, for instance, 
as the earnings of the other members of their family, 
orthe money that has been placed in the savings’ 
bank for emergencies. The millions of borrowed 
Money now being liberally expended in these colonies 
enable every strong, hardworking man to earn and 
Save money ifinclined. The works in progress are chiefly

in the country, to which many men strongly object to go. 
The workman in the interior has usually to rough it, and 
as he is not buoyed up like the gold miner by the expecta- 
tion of striking a rich patch, he grows discontented, and 
hankers after the fleshpots of the city. When these 
colonies cease from borrowing, or the lenders draw the 
line, or what may come earlier, namely, when Colonial 
Parliaments can find no fresh work for which a Minister 
can command a majority, then the meetings of the un- 
employed will be more largely attended, and the trouble 
may be serious. Before the exodus from Adelaide of over 
twelve thousand persons, chiefiy adults, that is to say 
during the last thirteen months, the unemployed two 
or three times threatened to turn riotous. And if work 
could not have been obtained in the neighbouring 
colonies the men might have been persuaded to act un- 
wisely, by destroying property under the impression that 
property was the image of the evil which beset them. 
Melbourne, on a:larger scale, is pursuing a similar policy 
to the one which produced considerable saffering in 
Adelaide. The Melbourne Tramway ‘Trust is spend- 
ing ,in construction at the rate of nearly two millions 
per annum. ‘The Harbour Trust is also temporarily 
employing a large number of men, and the Government 
and the various corporations within a few miles of the 
Melbourne Post-oftice must soon compleie the authorised 
works which at present support so many hands. When, 
in two or three years, the position has to be faced, the 
unexpected may turn up to assist the Government. But 
so contrary is Fortune, that when her aid is most required, 
she often neglects to give it. 








TRADE NOTES. 





Tue CommerctaL CoNVENTION WITH Spain.—A Parliz- 
mentary paper has been issued, giving an account of 
the negotiations which led to the treaty concluded at 
Madrid last April. It will be remembered that Sir 
Kobert Morier’s agreement of 1884 broke down because 
the then Spanish Ministry held that it did not include the 
Antilles, and sought to limit its duration to 1887. A 
change of Ministry took place at Madrid in the autumn of 
last year, and Sir Clare Ford, the newly-appointed British 
Envoy, was instructed to renew negotiations, on the basis 
that the treaty with this country must not be less 
extensive than the Spanish treaties with France and 
Germany, both as regards its stipulations and duration. 
Sir C. Ford, however, recommended Lord Rosebery to 
accept the arrangement made by Sir Robert Morier. 
This suggestion, after the interpretation which the Spanish 
Ministers had given to the agreement of 1884, Lord Rose- 
bery very properly refused to entertain,and after some little 
difficulty, Senor Moret, the present Spanish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, agreed to sign the Conventiun of the 26th 
of April last, the draft of which was prepared in London. 
The limit of the shilling duty on wine in the United 
Kingdom is raised to 30 degs., with the power reserved to 
make a subdivision at 15 degs.; but in order to lessen 
opposition in the Cortes,a promise is given that Spain will 
be consulted before this power is acted on. In some respects, 
the recent negotiations are hardly satisfactory. No serious 
attempt was made to re-establish the lower duty for York- 
shire mixed goods which existed up to 1882; the com- 
mission for the readjustment of values on which heavy 
duties are charged on certain British goods, to which 
Sir Robert Morier attached importance, was dropped ; 
the difficulty in respect of certificates of origin seems to 
have been overlooked ; and the application of the Con- 
vention in the Spanish colonies was delayed until the 15th 
of this month. Manufacturers should now call attention 
to Sir Robert Morier’s proposals for revising the classifi- 
cation and duties in the Spanish tariff. 
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Tue AcITaTION FoR THE RermposiTion oF CoTTON 
Derres 1x Inpra.—Lord Harris’s foolish talk about the 
possibility of a reimposition by the Indian Government 
of import duties upon cotton goods has not been long in 
bearing the evil fruit that was to be expected from it. 
The Times of India writes that it has given a fresh 
impetus to the local agitation on the subject, and that 
‘the Madras Chamber of Commerce have spoken out 
distinctly. The Madras Chamber's arguments are very 
clearly put. They are quite willing to concede, for the 
sake of argument, that, in regard to certain classes of 
coarse cotton yarns and cloths, the duty did operate pro- 
teetively in favour of local manufactures, and to deprive 
Manchester of the last shadow of a grievance, they pro- 
pose, in reviving these duties, to put the same charge 
on the same class of goods manufactured locally.” 
Apparently, it has not occurred to the Chamber that if 
the Indian mills had to work under Excise supervision, it 
would only too probably be fatal to their progress, for it 
would be almost impossible for them, while thus handi- 
capped by Government interference, to compete with the 
British producers, who would be free from such restraint. 
If the Madras Chamber wish the manufacture of Indian 
| cotton goods which now compete with those of England 
to be stamped out, they may be right in asking that it 
| should be subject to Government control, but if not, they 
| had much better leave things as they are. 


| Tite Barcetona Exuisitrion. — There seems to be 
reason to think that our foreign competitors in the Spanish 
| market are preparing to send largely to the Exhibition 
| which will be opened at Barcelona next September. It 
| would be very advisable, therefore, that eens 
|}and merchants in this country interested in trade with 

Spain should take steps to show goods adapted for use in 

Spain and Spanish colonies. The Associated Chambers of 
| Commerce, or the London Chamber, might usefully take 

the subje: t up. and form a committee in “London, and Lord

| Waaes, Cost or Livine, &c., 1x Corer Inpvustriar 
Countrigs. — In the beginning of 1885 a Bureau of 
Labour was instituted in the United States, Mr C. D. 
Wright being appointed Chief Commissioner, and as soon 
as it was got into working order, arrangements were made 
for the collection of statistics relative to industrial 
depressions, both in the States and abroad, with a view 
| to ascertain their causes, and, if possidle, suggest remedies. 
|The inquiry embraced the collection of data relating to 
the rates and fluctuations of wages, and the cost of living 
in ditterent countries, and a large mass of carefully- 
tabulated information on those points is given in the 
thick volume which contains the report transmitted by 
the Bureau to the Secretary of the Interior. These 
statistics are much too detailed to be dealt with here, 
but it may be interesting to give the conclusions as 
to wages, cost of living, &., to which Mr Wright's 
inquiries have led him. These are stated thus :—“ The 
severity of the present depression, while real and 
tangible, should be considered as in part moral in its 
influences. The nations particularly involved, in their 
| relation to each other, and as to seve rity, stand in the 
following order: Great Britain, the United States, 
Germany, France, Belgium. It is worthy of remark that 
in those countries where machinery has not been largely 
adopted the depression in its peculiar features, as shown 
between 1882 and 1886, has not been felt to any material 
extent. In connection with the order of nations just given, 
it is interesting to note the order of the same countries 
with reference to other points. In the rate of wages and 
earnings the rank is as follows: The United States, Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Germany; in regard to the 
introduction of machinery, Great Britain, the United States, 
Belgium, France, Germany ; ; in regard to the cost of pro- 
duction, the United States, Great Britain, France,

Tue Unirep Srates Lasour Bureau ON THE CAUSEB 
oF, AND RuMEDIES FoR, TRADE Depression.—Passing on 
to summarise the evidence as to the causes of the trade 
depression in the United States, and to suggest remedies, 
Mr Wright reports as follows :—‘‘ Causes.—The causes of 
the present depression, so far as the United States is 
concerned, and as they have been alleged, are varied 
indeed. Good crops in England and other countries of 
Western Europe have caused considerable decrease in the 
exports of American breadstuffs. This has been aggravated | 
by increased supplies of wheat from India by the Suez 
Canal, and to some extent by short crops here. The pro- 
hibition fully or in part of American meats by some | 
countries has resulted in an injury of the export trade in | 
food products. These influences tend in some degree to 
cripple the consuming power of the larger part of the 
population of the United States. The influence of the loss 
of exports in these ways to the United States has been 
aggravated through the cessation of railroad building, 
whereby a large unproductive force has beea thrown upon 
the resources of the country, and the consuming power of 
which force has been necessarily reduced. Rapid immi- 
gration has aggravated the accumulated influences by a 
surplus of labour, which, with the presence of too great a 
supply of machinery, has rendered over- production easy. 
The decrease in Europe of the consumption of American 
cotton, in connection with the corresponding decrease in 
the United States, has helped to cripple the consuming 
power in the regions given to cotton-raising, and thrown 
on the labour market a considerable number of labourers 
in those regions, this crippling coming at the same time 
of the increased importations and large uumbers of immi- 
grants, the other influences affecting the East. Thus these 
wide-reaching and widely-separated causes, in their initial 
influence, have combined to make the industrial depression 
of the past few years a reality. These iafluences have 
received contributions from the various minor causes 
described, and so the ball has rolled, until the period 
of readjustment set in, and now, as that period 
of readjustment is passing away, prosperity dawns 
on the country. The lessons to be learned from 
these causes are what have been denominated as :— 

‘“‘ Remepies.—There is no universal panacea, no absolute 
remedy for depressions ; but if the public, through senti- 
ment or through its agents in the legislatures ofthe country, 
can stimulate any methods for the mitigation of the severity 
and the shortening of the duration of the industrial 
depressions, cer tainly the effort should be made. And first, 
what can be done by legislation? With a healthy public 
opinion behind it, the law-making power can prevent to 
a great degree the unholy speculation in food products. It 
can indulge in a conservative care in extending railroad 
building ‘and in facilitating the organisation “of manu- 
facturing corporations. It can restrict the grants of the 
public domain. It can enact uniform bankruptcy laws, 
curiously enough, continental organisers were inspired by 
the same ideas which have prompted those in favour of 
commercial museums in Great Britain to believe, that the 
existing Colonial and Indian Exhibition might, with general 
approval, be utilised as the most efficient means of at least 
giving a start to the first commercial museum in the United 
Kingdom. It will, perhaps, be satisfactory to those who 
are disposed to be pessimistic, as regards the industrial 
position of England, to know, that, Sea ed speaking, 
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extending the provisions of such laws so that the poor man 
indebted but a few hundred dollars shall be able to re- 
adjust his financial affairs as readily as the larger debtor. 
It can abridge the provisions of laws relating to the 
colleetion of debts, to the end that the credit system shall 
not be abused. It can regulate transportation on a just 
and uniform basis, to the end that the stockholder shall 
not be robbed by ruinous competition, and that the work- 
man may calculate with some degree of certainty the cost 
of his living and the producer the cost of production, so 
far as transportation is concerned. It can see to it that 
the tariff shall be regulated on the basis of justice and 
science, and not on a hapazard basis, which affects only 
| individual interests, and oftentimes inflicts genera! harm. 
| It can see that a stable currency be guaranteed, that the 
workman may know the purchasing power of his stipu- 
lated earnings. It can consider what reasonable and humane 
regulations may be adopted relative to immigration, and 
see to it that labour is not lowered either in standard or 
through earnings by the pernicious method of importa- 
‘tions by contract ; that every lawful endeavour be made 
to stimulate industrial education in all parts of the 
‘country; that the necessity shall be recognised of the 
| industrial development of all parts of the land that there 
may result a legitimate increase in the consuming power 
lof the people. It can stimulate the growth of the 
principle of industrial copartnerships through methods of 
profit-sharing by wise, permissive laws. Public sentiment 
can encourage the perfect organisation of the forces 
involved, to the end that each shall treat with the other 
\throngh representatives, and that production shall be 
regulated by the demand and not by the ill-advised eager- 
ness of men to push their work individually, to the detri- 
ment of others; that there may come the universal 
| adoption of shorter hours of labour, and demand that after 
capital and labour shall have received fixed and reasonable 
compensation, each for its investment, the net profits of 
production shall be divided under profit-sharing plans or 
methods, or through industrial copartnerships, to the end 
that all the forces of production shall be equally alive to 
mutual welfare. It can ask that the contracts of labour 
be as free as the contracts for commodities, under fair 
agreements for services rendered, to the end that the work- 
man shall not be obliged to make contracts on terms not 
acceptable to him, and it can hold the party which declines 
to resort to the conciliatory methods of arbitration 
morally responsible for all the ill effects growing out of 
contests. These remedial agencies or remedial methods, 
alleviatory in their design, are all possible by the reason- 
able acts of men. They are not chimerical schemes, but 
measures adapted to practical adoption. They demand 
simply a fair recognition of a part only of the truth bound 
/up in the rule which insists that all men shall do unto 
others as they would have others do unto them.” It is 
hardly necessary to note that while we give Mr Wright’s 
suggestions or he himself formulates them, there are a 
number of them which we certainly would not endorse. 
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TravE with Caratonra.—Reporting on this subject, 
Consul Wooldridge writes that the system of direct trade 
between seliers in England and native tradesmen in 
Catalonia is the true reason of the failure of British trade, 
and until British merchants employ commercial agents, as 
do exporters of other nations, our trade cannot succeed. 
A deep jealousy of English manufacturers also exists on 
the part of the Catalan manufacturers, and a keen 
antagonism will be displayed in the maret against English 
of textile and other staples. Now, however, that 
English goods may be imported and sold as cheaply as 
the native ones, the superiority and durability of the 
material will soon be recognised. The Catalan manufac- 
turers know also that the introduction of Manchester 
goods will force the Catalan retailer to lower his price, 
and consequently they will have to reduce theirs. 
Employers of labour have on this account threatened to 
close their establishments ; but this has already been done

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be looked at as the old story of the “‘ wolf.” The favourite 


colour for men’s wearing apparel appears to be a tendency 
to brown (checked), and may be divided into the following 
qualities, viz., all wool, wool and silk, wool and cotton, 
and all cotton. An important industry peculiar to 
Catalonia is the manufacture of men’s woollen caps and 
sandals, and other caps of a peculiar shape of linen or 
cotton, and Mr Wooldridge says all these articles might be 
supplied from England. Samples of these might be 
forwarded if necessary. Large cloth cloaks of a peculiar 
form (“capas”’) for winter wear are also in incessant use 
in Catalonia, made of brownish cloth, with rich coloured 
woollen and silk binding; also linen and cotton shirts, and 
blouses of blue dungaree, all being proceeds of the native 
industry. 


Tue TraveE or Cuxina.—The return of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs Department show that the receipts for 
the quarter ending the 30th June last amounted to 
4,546,000 taels, as compared with 4,198,000 taels in the 
corresponding period of last year. The increase, however, 
is wholly due to the unusually early opening of the 
Foochow tea season this year, and but for that the 
receipts would have exhibited a decrease instead of an 
augmentation. The falling off is considerable in the case 
of Shanghai, by far the most important of the treaty ports, 
and with reference to this decline, the North China Herald 
writes as follows :—‘‘ The total import for the quarter of 
piece goods, cotton and woollen, including dozens of hand- 
kerchiefs and picuis of yarn, was 4,305,000 pieces, against 
4,460,000 in 1885; in which it is to be noticed that the 
total this year is still much higher than the average of 
the last three years, and that American cottons and yarn 
show a steady increase. Lead, iron, and kerosene oil give 
large increases.” 


CommerciAL Museums Asroap.—Mr Kendric B. 
Murray, the Secretary of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce, having been commissioned by his Committee to 
inquire into the organisation of the commercial museums 
that have been instituted in the principal continental 
States, has reported on the subject as follows :—“ The 
inquiry which I have made has been directed not only to 
the commercial museums proper, but to the export pattern 
depots, and, also, in a more limited degree, to the 
technical museums and technical schools or institutes in 
which commercial and technical training is completed. 
The general result of my visits has been to elucidate that 
the movement for the creation of commercial museums in 
continental Europe, of which we have heard so much in 
this country during the last year, is still in its initiatory 
stage. It is necessary, at this early part of my 
report, to explain that a radical difference exists, and is 
intended by their founders to exist, between commercial 
museums and the export pattern depots. The former were 
instituted more for historical and technical objects 
(although the Brussels museum also covers trade purposes), 
whilst the export pattern collections were devised solely 
for the transaction of business, and not as museums at all. 
Generally speaking, the museums may be said to have 
arisen either with the assistance, or through the direct 
initiative, of the State (although there are exceptions to 
this, such as Frankfort and Leipzig), whilst the pattern 
depéts have been invariably created through private enter- 
prise. It is also worthy of remark that each of the collec- 
tions which J visited (with the single exception of Leipzig) 
owed their origin to local industrial exhibitions, 
from which both exhibits, show cases, and in some 
instances even the buildings, were obtained as a 
nucleus of the existing collections. In this respect, 
commercial museums have, as yet, hardly passed from the 
theoretical to the practical. The museum at Brussels, 
founded by the Belgian Government, supported by 
State funds, and located in a Government building, is by far 
the most complete of itskind. France, Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, Italy, Holland, and Portugal are each 
of them occupied, in one way or another, in follow. 
ing the example of their neighbours in forming

is the most successful, if not the largest exponent of 
the export pattern idea, whilst Frankfort follows closely 
on its ead. On the other hand, Milan and Frankfort are 
giving excellent examples as to what can be done, even on 
the Continent,by private initiative and without Government 
assistance, in the commercial museums which are there 
in course of organisation. But, in all cases, the advance 
actually realised is not so great that England could not, 
with relative ease, if once it were resolved that a com- 
mercial exhibition were a desirable addition to our existing 
institutions, reach, and even surpass, anything yet attained 
on the Continent.” 


Consutar Invorces In tHE Unirep Srates.—The 
New York Bulletin announces that the Acting-Secretary

regard this asa desirable regulation, and strongly favours 
ithe proposition of the Hewitt Aduinistrative Bill to 
dispense with this requirement in reference to goods 
entitled to free entry and those subject to specific duties.

Tue Cuttivation or Topacco 1x Grermany.—The 
Berlin correspondent of the Standard reports that the 
cultivation of tobacco in Germany has of Jate been decreas- 
ing, chiefly owing to the bad system of taxation, which 
sadly fetters the action of the tobacco planters. The 
number of the latter has decreased in the last year by 
more than twelve thousand. The total production in 1885 
was one hundred and eighty thousand hundredweight, 
which is less than the yield in 1884. The value this year 
is twenty-nine million marks, against thirty-four millions 
in 1884, though the price has risen. 


Tue Demanp ror Laznovur 1x tHE CoLontEs,—A 
circular has been issued by the Emigrants’ Information 
Office, which has been established by the Government 
under the supervision of the Colonial Office, giving infor- 
mation as to the rates of assisted and unassisted passages 
to our colonies, the arrangements made for emigrants on 
landing, the present demand for labour, &c. The only 
colony to which free passes are now given is Queensland, 
but assisted passages to certain classes of emigrants, 
mostly farmers, who show that they are possessed of some 
capital are given by Canada, Western Australia, and New 
Zealand, while residents in Queensland, Western 
Australia, Tasmania, and New Zealand can nominate 

|friends here for free passages on payment of sums 
ranging from 2/ to 4’. With reference to the present 
demand for labour the report is :--

“ Canada.—There is an opening for tenant-farmers 
with capital, for male and female farm servants, and for 
female domestic servants.

Tue Propvction or Sreet Rarns In tHe Unirep 
Srates.—The Railway Age states that the production 
of steel rails in the United States in 1885 will be 
1,400,000 tons. All the mills are running full time, and 
most of them have contracts far ahead, so that it is almost 
impossible for them to fulfil orders for immediate delivery. 
Several orders have in consequence been sent to England. 
What is better than this activity is thatthe rails thus 
made and ordered will probably be all used at once; 
from six to seven hundred thousand tons will be required 
for new roads alone, as the building is proceeding at a 
pace equivalent to at least 6,000 miles of additional track 
for the year 1886. Renewals and the substitution of steel 
for iron rails will absorb the balance. Nearly 62,900 
miles of road, or 38 per cent. of the total railway mileage 
of the United States, are still laid with iron rails, and it is 
calculated that it will take three and a-half million tons of 
steel rails to relay that mileage.” 


Tue Tea Trape.—Messrs Arthur Capel and Oo. 
report as follows :—The state of business in the tea market 
has been unsatisfactory during the past month. Public 
sales have been very heavy, almost putting a stop to 
private contract transactions. Prices for all kinds of 
congou have ruled in favour of buyers. In common teas 
the decline has been 4d to #d per lb, and medium to good 
and fine 1d to 2d per lb. These latter were mostly sold at 
public sale without reserve, and showed very heavy losses 
to importers, the demand for teas over 1s per lb, both for 
export and home trade, being extremely limited. 


Tue LeatuHer Trape.—Messrs Page, Draper, and Co. 
report as follows :—The improvement experienced in the 


demand for leather in August has been maintained through: | 


September, and, without any marked animation being 
apparent, there has been more confidence evinced, and 
buyers have not hesitated to purchase somewhat freely. 
There are a few articles that have not altered in value, but 
generally prices are firmer, with here and there a slight 
advance. Stocks are decidedly smaller, and the heavy 
accumulations that at one time weighed upon the market 
have been cleared. Some important industries report 
increased activity, and any permanent improvement in 
the general commerce of the country cannot fail to operate 
favourably on the leather trade. 


Tue Sirk Trape.—Messrs Durant aul Co. :eport as 
follows :—“ We have at last to report a distinctly changed 
tone in silk, The month opened with a quiet market, but 
in a few days a demand for export set in, which has con- 
tinued from week to week, some days apparently falling 
off, but only to revive again with fresh vigour. During 
the month considerable business has been done in both 
Chinas and Japans, at steadily bardening prices. Judging 
from the very high prices now being paid in China and 
Japan, this seems likely to continue, as London still 
remains by far the cheapest market. Chinas may now be 
quoted 6d to 1s, and Japans Is 6d to 2s above the prices 
of the June sales. In Japan silk the demand still con- 
tinues, and almost all available parcels have been sold. The 
deliveries as yet show very poor figures, but as all the 
business has been for export, we shall shortly see them 
largely increased. In Canton silk some little business has 
been done, but the unfair classifications of the Canton 
shippers have made business very difficult, and quotations 
remain about the same. The periodical public sales are 
fixed to commence on the 20th instant.
